THE REVENUE. 
Ir is quite true that, inasmuch as all official accounts relating to 
revenue and trade refer rather to the past than to the time when 
they are published, their results, however flattering, are not quite 
conclusive as to the condition of the country at the moment of 
their publication. This observation is, however, less true now, 
when these accounts are produced so often and so close upon the 
events to which they relate, than formerly, when little or nothing 
was known as to the progress of trade till some time after the 
conclusion of the year. So far as they go, nothing can be more 
satisfactory than the ‘revenue and trade accounts which we 
publish im our present number, not only as they indicate 
rapid propress and great prosperity, but as they aid us in 
accounting satisfactorily for that great demand for capital which 
has been so much felt of late. The trade accounts, to which 
we have more particularly referred in another article, show 
a further increase in the exports of the month of nearly 2,000,000, 
making the entire increase for the eight months of the year more 
than 14,500,0002. 
sarily create a great demand for eapital. The revenue returns 
exhibit a striking proof of the effects of the increased employment 
and profits derived from so flourishing a state of our commerce. 
Upon the quarter there is a net increase of receipts of 1,114,288/; 
—upon the six months of the financial year there is an increase 
of 1,539,071/;—and upon the whole year expiring the 30th of 
September, the increase is 3,211,708/. There is, however, another 
comparison which does not appear upon the face of these returns, 
but which may be deduced frem them and former ones, which is 
still more to the purpose, as it affects the financial prospects of 
the country, and that is, as between the estimates in the budget 
for the year and the actual receipts. Turning to former docu- 
ments, it appears that the estimated produce from all sources of 
revenue for the financial year ending the 3lst of March next, 
| was 71,740,000/;—and taking together the net receipts of the 
two quarters which have expired, they amount to 37,119,432/, 
showing an excess of 1,238,000/ upon the half year. That ex- 
cess applies to all the chief branches of revenue, and especially 
to those which indicate the well-being of the great mass of. the 
consuming population, but chiefly to the Excise. 
_ The balance sheet which shows the income of the quarter, and 
its application, points in a striking manner to the consequences of 
so favourable a revenue. At the end of the previous quarter the 
amount of deficiency bills required to make good the charges was 
no less than 3,584,645/. This large amount has been paid out of 
the produce of the quarter, and the deficiency in the accounts 
before us to be provided for payments now becoming due, is only 
500,3232 ;—so that if we compare the actual income of the quarter 
with the actual expenditure, apart from the repayment of the de- 
ficiency bills, we shall find an excess of income over expenditure 
of no less than 3,084,312/. This part of the account also exhibits 
another very favourable fact. It will be remembered that in the 
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budget provision was made for a loan of 5,000,0002 (which was 
contracted at the time), and for a further creation of debt by the 
issue of Exchequer bills to the amount of 4,000,0007. The account 
before us shows that while the entire balance of the five million 
loan has been received into the Exchequer, it has not been neces- 
sary up to this time to have recourse to the issue of any part of the 
four millions of Exchequer bills. 

So far it is very consolatory to think that we have escaped so 
easily from one of the greatest and most expensive struggles in 
which this country was ever engaged ;—but we must not forget, 
that we have still during the next two years a large amount to 
pay. The Exchequer bonds issued during the war, by way of 
anticipating the new taxes imposed, will fall due in 1857, 1858, 
and the early part of 1859 :—besides considerable sums annually 
provided to be paid by the recent loan acts, in gradual liquidation 
of the funded debt created during the war. 
the country will easily enable the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to provide forall these obligations, and that we shall for the first 
time in our history have thereby conducted a great and expensive 
war at the sole cost of the generation which undertook it, we 
have no doubt; but we require to be reminded of these liabilities, 
in order that we may not form too sanguine expectations of a 
very early reduction of taxation. 








AN INSTRUCTIVE PARALLEL. 
ExTREMES meet. Despotism and Republicanism are both upon 
their trials, and for the same crime, and with every apparent pro- 
bability of a precisely similar result. In the two hemispheres, in 
two countries which, both in position, national character, social 
condition, and political institutions, present the widest discrepan- 
cies, a violent tyranny rides rampant, and tramples alike upon 
law, justice, and decorum. We have long been taught to regard 
the United States as the iand par excellence of freedom; as a 
country where the equal civil rights of every man are guaranteed 
to him by a fundamental and inviolable code, and where order and 
respect for constitutional proceedings reign paramount ; and where 

| every citizen may act and speak according to his own good 
pleasure. We have always been accustomed, on the contrary, to 
regard the kingdom of Naples asthe scene of the stupidest and 
harshest oppression, where free speech and free movement are 
alike prohibited, and where every subject is a slave to three seve- 
ral tyrants, the monarch, the policeman, and the priest. Yet at 
this moment, deeds are being transacted and measures are being 
carried out in America and in Naples, in respect of the violence, 
illegality, and arbitrary atrocity of which it is impossible to say 
that the European Monarchy is one whit worse than the transat- 
lantic Republic. 

Europe—at least the Governments of Europe—would seem to 
be more shocked and scandalised at the Autocratic than at the 
Democratic tyranny, though it is not easy to see why. Ferdinand 
is acting after the fashion of his race. He is doing “ after his 
kind,” as the Scripture expresses it. He tortures and oppresses 
| his unhappy subjects; keeps them in loathsome and murderous 

dungeons ; mocks them with the form of a trial; imprisons and 
condemns them without the shadow of a crime ; shuts their mouths, 
shaves their beards, chains their limbs. But in all this, if there is 
much to disgust us, there is at least nothing to surprise us. It is 
the nature of the animal. Itis in strict conformity with his ante- 
cedents. He is a tyrant selon les rigies. There is even some ex- 
euse for him. He comes of an incurably bad stock. He was born 
and bred in the purple. He was trained to wrong on the steps 
of the throne. He received no education except that which 
bigotry, flattery, boundless indulgence and boundless falsehood 
could supply. He fully believes that his subjects have no political 
rights whatever, and no civil rights which may not at amy mo- 
ment be suspended or forfeited at his good pleasure. He is merely 
acting out with merciless and logical consistency the theory of a 
paternal autocratic despotism—which, detestable as it is in our 
eyes, is yet the theory in which he was brought up, and whieh 
the two great Empires of Austria and Russia avow and uphold. 
But the scenes which are being enacted in Kansas, and indeed 
| the whole series of transactions relative thereto at Washington, 
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and the recent and habitual high-handed proceedings of the Slave- 
holding Party throughout the Union, admit of no such excuse. 
The fundamental principle which lies at the root of the American 
Constitution is that every man shall be governed and protected 
by the law; that no citizen shall attempt to control the action of 
any other citizen in anything legal and right ; that the most un- 
limited liberty of speech, writing, and residence shall be secured 
to all; that all officers shall be legally chosen by the people and, 
when chosen, shall act according to the law. The Americans 
plume themselves upon their freedomand love of justice, and look 
down upon all other nations as enjoying this blessing and possess- 
ing this virtue only in a very inferior degree. Whatever tyranny 
is exercised either by the constituted authorities or by any body of 
citizens upon their fellow-citizens, is exercised in defiance of 
known principles and in contempt of avowed rights. It is a sin 
against the light. It is done not in ignorance, nor in obedience 
to a false theory, but with open eyes, in obstinate wilfulness, at 
the instigation of avaricious, malignant, or aggressive passion. 

Yet, if anything, the Slave Party in America take precedence, 
in the degree and character of their tyranuy, over their fellow 
despot of the Two Scilies. His Majesty, the Italian King, upsets 
his sworn Constitution and disperses his loyal Parliament by armed 
force. His Majesty, the American mob, seizes upon the ballot 
boxes, overpowers the electors, vitiates the whole proceeding, and 
establishes a sham Legislature and Government, by the analogous 
means of bowie-knives and revolvers. His Majesty the King, in 
danger of being beaten, calls in the Austrians to back him. Ilis 
Majesty the mob, calls in the Missouri borderers and the Ken- 
inden militia. The Neapolitan tyrant, with his own mouth 
orders 50 lashes to be given to 56 prisoners at once for the crime 
of not having been chained; and being unacquainted with the 
multiplication table, does not know that 50 ~ 56 amounts to 
2,800. His American imitator ties toa tree, tars and feathers, or 
“‘cow-hides” on the Senate-floor, any party who speaks or acts 
with too nuch spirit in opposition to his sovereign decrees. The 
King makes it treason to criticise any act of his Government or any 
proceeding of his police. The Slave-holding Party in Kansas have 
enacted that any one guilty of declaring that Kansas shall not be 
a Slave State, shall be held to have incurred the penalties of high 
treason! The Royal tyrant determines that whoever shall even 
tacitly manifest disapproval of his proceedings by wearing a peaked 
hat or by abstaining from the use of tobacco, shall be handed over 
to the police as “suspected.” The Republican tyrant the other day 
held a public meeting to eulogise Mr Brooks for his cowardly and 
brutal assault upon Mr Sumner, and finding that the Baptist 
minister of the district absented himself from the meeting, sent to 
inquire his reasons for this non-appearance; and on being told 
that it was because he did not agree with the object of the meet- 
ing, ordered him to leave the neighbourhood within 12 hours. 
Even Ferdinand scarcely dreams of going so far as this. Fancy 
the outcry that would be made by all the liberal press of Europe 
if King Bomba had been detected in the act of banishing a man 
for not having attended a levee or the presentation of a con- 
gratulatory address ! 

The Pro-Slavery Party in Kansas have overpowered the free 
settlers by force of arms, and violently overthrown, or rather pre- 
vented the formation of, the Government according to prescribed 
regulations: they have in fact destroyed the Constitution of 
Kansas,—just as Ferdinand destroyed that of Naples. ‘Ihey have 
called in the aid of Border Ruffians,—just as he invited the 
assistance of Austrian invaders. ‘They, like him, have prohibited 
free speech, and made difference of opinion a punishable crime. 
They, like him, have superseded the ordinary tribunals, and have 
imprisoned, flogged, and banished tkeir opponents at their own 
arbitrary will. They have burned, pillaged, slain. 
tyrannical violence and oppression that Ferdinand has committed 
have they not rivalled ? 

The truth is, we fear, as Tocqueville long since pointed out, 
that in no country do the theory and the reality of liberty so little 
harmonise as in the United States. No where is the ruling party 
or the ruling power so intolerant of opposition or dissent. No 
where is the despotic temperament so flagrantly developed in the 

overning classes. The “tyranny of the majority” is substituted 
or the tyranny of a monarch. Nay, now it is even worse, for the 
tyranny that has to be submitted to is not that of the majority, 
but of a minority which reigns by virtue of its violent temper and 
its overbearing will alone. But the tyranny of the majority even 
is bad enough. Of all tyrannies it is of necessity the most un- 
checked, the most inescapable, and the most irresistible. It puts 
down hostility in a way that no other can do. It silences con- 
science in a way that no other can do. It penetrates into 
every corner and into every house in a way that no other 
can do. It is more free than any other from appeal. It 
is more safe than any other from penal retribution. For 
the last quarter of a century this has been a growing evil 
in America. It is lowering and weakening the moral tone 
ofevery man within its range. It is sapping the courage of the 
few : it is sapping the sense of justice of the many. It is rapidly 
approaching that final culminating point of degradation, of danger, 
and of crime which can be reached by nations, when mere FORCE 
instead of Law anD Ricur beeomes the governing principle and 
the deciding pewer. 
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TRADE—MONTHLY TABLES. 
Tuk trade of the eighth month has the characteristics of its pre. 
decessors—full imports and very large exports. Though meat ig 
extremely dear, there is no increase in the imports of animal§ 
—a conclusive proof that meat is comparatively very dear on the 
neighbouring Continent. Nor is the quantity imported of provisions 
(except potatoes, bacon, hams, and pork) increased in comparison 
with the corresponding month of 1855, but the wheat imported is 
more than double and the flour more than three times as much ag 
was then imported. In the eight months of the present year we 
have imported more wheat and flour than in the eight months of 
1855, but not so much as in 1854. ‘The figures are these :—

At this rate of progression the import of breadstuffs by the end 
of the year will be in excess of 1854 as well as 1855. 

In comparison to 1855, the following articles of general con- 
sumption, including raw materials, are in excess both in the month 
and the eight months:—Cocoa, cotton, most dyestuffs (except 
madder), flax, jute, most metals, pepper, sugar, timber on the 
whole, and wool. ‘The following are in excess in the month and 
not in the eight months :—Hemp, hides generally, silk, and tallow, 
Deficient in the month and not in the eight months are :—Sheep, 
lambs, and swine, coffee, of which: the consumption has also de- 
clined, madder, most spices, and tea. And these are deficient both 
in the month and the eight months :—Oxen, cows, and calves, 
currants, raisins, lemons and oranges, oils of all kinds, making on 
the whole a considerable deficiency, spirits, tobacco on the whole, 
wine, &c. Generally speaking the imports are favourable, and 
it is apparent from the list that the chief deficiencies—-in ani- 
mals, fruits, wines, spirits, &c.—have natural causes, such as bad 
seasons <nd the increased consumption of our neighbours on the | 
Continent. The deficiency in the supply of silk in the eight 
months is entirely due to the failure of the crop in Italy; the 
supply from China has largely increased. In the eight months | 
the quantity of silk, both raw and thrown, imported was :—

The import of wool is also increasing, and, remembering the 
apprehensions which did exist, it is satisfactory to find that the 
import of wool from British possessions out of Europe continues 
to increase. The gold discoveries have not put an end to the pro- 
duction of wool in Australia. In the eight months of 1854 
the wool imported from British possessions out of Europe was 
45,092,420 lbs ; in 1855, 45,526,698 lbs; and 1856, 55,500,712 Ibs, or 
10,000,000 lbs more than in 1855 or 1854. The total of 
all kinds of wool imported is nearly 14,000,000 lbs more than in 
1855, and upwards of 5,000,000 lbs more than in 1854. Not- 
withstanding this increase, the supply has been for some time 
short, and according to the last report from the wool market the 
price was still looking upwards. 

Except tea and wool, both of which have declined, all the foreign 
articles we export—coffee, cotton, silk, sugar, wine, &c.—have 
increased, indicating a continual increase in the transit trade 
carried on through Great Britain between her continental neigh- 
bours and the distant parts of the globe, promoted by the freedom 
which has made her the general emporium of the world. 

The exports of our own produce and manufactures have also 
largely increased. ‘The declared value in the month was 10,753,292l, 
against 8,891,473/ in August 1855, and 8,783,714/ in August 1854. 
The total value of the exports in the eight months of the three 
years was :—

an increase in 1856 as against 1855 of 24 per cent., truly extra- 
ordinary considering our previously large trade. 

The tonnage entered inwards for the month, 863,994, is greater 
than that for August 1854, 708,856, but less than that of August 
1855, 922,389. Similar proportions hold good for the eight months. 
The tonnage entered outwards in the month, 1,022,443, is much 
in excess of the tonnage entered outwards in August of either of 
the previous years, 901,378 in 1855, and 750,293 in 1854, The 
tonnage entered outwards in the eight months is also in excess of 
the tonnage entered outwards in the previous years. In the 
present returns Russian vessels again appear in considerable 
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Trade is sound and steadily progressive, and all the industry 
connected therewith or promoted by its means. Any apprehension 
or alarm which may prevail grows from speculations extraneous 
to trade and its connected businesses. 





POPULATION AND PRICES.—THE CONTINENT. 
On many occasions within the last year or two we have directed 
attention to the rapid increase of commercial and manufacturing 
activity throughout the continent of Europe, as affording a better 
explanation than any political occurrences of the high price of 
food and the comparative scarcity of capital which in all are appa- 
rent. To refer only to one, on May 10th, in noticing the Consuls’ 
reports then published, we quoted from the report of Mr Ward, 
Consul at Leipsic, some proofs of the general scarcity of capital in 
Germany and the dearness of agricultural produce, though the 
harvests had not been below an average. From a report by the 
same gentleman, co ntained in another volume of ‘* Abstracts” just 
issued, and from the reports of other Consuls, we shall now lay 
some additional evidence of these interesting circumstunces before 
our readers. 

Every person who has visited Germany at distant intervals 
must have noticed the continual enlargement and improvement of 
its towns. Thus, while in Saxony the annual increase of the 
whole population is stated to be 1.15 per cent., the annual increase 
of the population of Leipsic, according to Mr Ward, has been more 
than 3 per cent. At the peace of 1815 the population did not ex- 
ceed 39,000. In 1834 it had risen to 44,802; and in the census 
taken in Dec., 1855, it was found to amount to 69,886 persons, an 
increase within the last forty years of 133 per cent., and within 
the last 21 years of 56 per cent. According wv ‘he report of Col. 
Hodges, Consul-General at Hamburg, the population there in- 
creased between 1540 and 1854 from 136,986 to 162,933, or nearly 
19 per cent.; while on the opposite bank of the Elbe, Harburg 
is rising into rivalry with Hamburg. But while the increase of 
the town population of Germany has been going on, there has 
been a very large emigration from Germany of agriculturists. We 
have heard of no tracts of waste land lately taken into cultivation 
there ; the agriculture of Germany improves very slowly, and there 
has not been an increase in agricultural production commensurate 
to the inerease of the town population. 

In Germany, as in England, the increase is wholly-of such a 
population, and it is only as their wants, showing themselves 
in rising prices, stimulate agriculture, that it will be extended 
or improved. The high prices of agricultural produce and of 
all kinds of provisions in Germany, which has now been re- 
marked for some years and continually complained of by the 
people themselves, is the natural and necessary consequence 
of the general increase of a town population, actively engaged 
in commerce and manufactures, and can only be redressed by the 
extension or the improvement of agriculture. 
condition of Germany, there is additional evidence in the report of 
Mr Consul-General Plaw, of the trade of Dantzig in 1855.“ Im- 
“ports of corn,” he says, “were very small in comparison with 
average seasons. Prices here were mostly lower than 
at Berlin and Stettin, and sometimes even cheaper than 
‘in Poland, and yet as high as in England and other 
‘countries, which, with the assemblage of troops in parts 
from whence this place is generally supplied with grain, 
raised prices, and large parcels were rather sent to Berlin, 
“ Stettin, Saxony, Thuringia, &c.” Implying, notwithstanding 
the war, which caused assemblages of troops, that the wheat from 
the interior, which usually found its way to Dantzig for export, 
went to Berlin, Leipsic, and the towns in Thuringia, for the con- 
sumption of the Germans. 

The business of the town population is still rapidly augmenting, 
and the increase of such a population is likely to be accelerated 
in future. Mr Ward says, in a report of the Leipsic Easter 
fair of this year—‘ A very active spirit of speculation has mani- 
“ fested itself in Northern Germany within the last few months, 
“and the peace with Kussia has naturally tended still further 
“ to encourage it. New railways are everywhere projected, and 
“ new mining and other industrial companies are being formed.” 
The capital required for the various new undertakings started in 
Germany then, and since Mr Ward reported several banks and 
railways have been projected, was estimated at 42,000,000/. In 
Saxony alone above 30 new coal-mining associations had been 
established for working newly-discovered beds of coal in the dis- 
trict about Zwickau. Societies of credit mobilier have been 
started at Vienna, Berlin, Leipsic, Bremen, Meningen, Dessau, 
and other places. These are only specimens of what is going on 
all over Germany, and we are not suprised at this increased activity 
in forming banks and projecting railways, when we learn from 
Mr Ward that the Leipsic Bank has “ further increased its business, 
“and paid a dividend of 9} per cent. to its shareholders ;” and 
that “the traffic of the Leipsic and Dresden Railway has still 
* further increased during the last year, and a dividend has been 
“ declared of 13 per cent., including the guaranteed interest of 
“4 per cent.” The market price of the 100 dollar shares is now 
342 dollars. How long this prosperity is to continue we do not 
venture to predict ; but with a stimulus greater than was given by 
the first success of our earliest lines, railways must be projected 
and will be madeall over Germany. ‘To assist in forming them, in 
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raising capital for this and other industrial purposes, credit mo- 
bilier companies will find employment. The demands for coal 
and iron, for manufacturing and commercial labour of all kinds, 
will rapidly increase, the town population will increase, and dearth 
or famine may be apprehended if agriculture does not put forth 
its strength to supply the increasing wants. The agricultural 
statistics which most of the German Governments collect will 
enable them to ascertain whether any increase of cultivation have 
taken or is taking place. If it have not, the duty of these all-regu- 
lating Governments requires them at once to adopt means to pro- 
mote the extension of agriculture in their respective States.

EFFECTS ON PAUPERISM AND CRIME. 
Tris is the seacon of the year when speculations on the abun- 
dance or scarcity of the coming harvest are most rife. As con- 
sumers all feel interested, though in very different degrees ; while 
numbers connected with agricultural pursuits, or engaged in the 
corn trade, are more deeply concerned in the result, in their re- 
spective capacities of producer and dealer. In a short space of 
time much will be cleared up that now is doubtful and unsettled. 
The amount of the home supplies may soon be conjectured with 
tolerable accuracy, and the intensity of the demand for them 
tested by their effect on prices. ‘The state of the foreign supplies 
will not be so early ascertained, nor the extent to which we must 
avail ourselves of them. Many elements of uncertainty are in- 
volved in the subject, and often prove sufficient to baffie the most 
laborious investigator. Last autumn Mr Caird announced 1,000,000 
qrs as the probable limit of the supplies of wheat to imported the 
approaching year—a conclusion we dissented from at the time,* 
and which partially rested on the paradoxical notion that dearness 
of corn discourages importation by checking consumption. The 
trade tables for six months show that already we have received 
from abroad nearly double the quantity predicted, !,743,992 qrs of 
wheat having been imported during the first half of the year, 
either as grain or flour. 

How prices and supplies may turn out it is now difficult to 
anticipate, but it is satisfactory to reflect that even though all 
the expectations of cheapness be not fully realised, the experience 
of the last few years demonstrates we can bear the dearness of

committals in 1854 were 29,359, and not over 31,000. For 1855, 
they were stated before the Committee on Transportation as 
26,274. This shows a decrease not only as compared with the 
scale for 1847, but also in relation to the returns for 1854. But 
the numbers for 1855, however, furnish no criterion to be relied 
on, the Criminal Justice Act having come iato operation in that 
year, and led to the transfer of many offenders to the jurisdiction 
of the magistrates who otherwise would have swelled the returns 
of committals for trial at assizes and quarter sessions. Be this as

is inflicted. An inroad is made on the industry and morality of 
the nation, and persons transferred from the position of usefy] 
members of society to the ranks of pauperism and often criminality, 
The man who has once broken through the restraint and repug- 
nance which deter every one of worth and spirit from accepting 
the public bounty, will rarely be the same again. Though pros. 
perous times return, he will not be restored to his former con. 
dition. He may indeed cease for a while to receive the public 
bounty ; but henceforth it is to it and not to his independent ex- 
ertions he will look as a safeguard and protection in the hours of 
adversity. At present we are without the means of ascertaining 
how far such an evil is in operation. Of the real progress of pau- 
perism in its most mischievous form,—an increase in the number 
of paupers rather than the extent to which any given number of 
them avail themselves of the public bounty,—we are left with but 
littie information. A small amount of extra trouble on the part of 
those who prepare the poor-law returns would supply this de- 
ficiency ; and it is much to be desired that so trifling an obstacle 
may not always be deemed good cause against furnishing the pub- 
lic with statistics of such a useful description. .

AGRICULTURAL NOTE. 
RESULTS OF THE HARVEST. 

In the South of the island the harvest is now concluded, and 
enough of the wheat has been thrashed to afford something ofa 
test as to the yield of the crop. Accounts of that yield are very 
various, but we think that experiment has in most instances shown 
that the crop has been over-estimated. In most cases there has 
been plenty of straw, but generally the yield has not been in pro- 
portion. One case in Hampshire we hear of a piece of wheat of 14 
acres which was estimated at four quarters to the acre, and pro- 
duced only 21 bushels per acre. We observe that Mr Baker, of 
Writtle, says that in Essex “the crop is generally a productive 
one—the earliest and latest pieces the best; upon the cold clay 
iand the yield is indifferent—from 20 to 24 bushels per statute 
acre only. Barley isa fine crop.” This was written in the mid- 
dle of September. In Yorkshire we learn from the local reports 
of the Mark Lane Express that “ the wheat crops cut up fully as 
bulky as was anticipated, and the heads are generally well filled.” 
In the North Riding the reaping machine is said to have been used 
with much satisfaction to the farmers using them. In Oxford- 
shire it is said that about the edge of harvest “the weather 
became intensely hot, and the wheat grain being then in 
its soft and pulpy state, dried too quickly and became shrivelled 
and stunted. There is a great abundance of straw, but the 
yield of wheat is as variable as the climate; in some isolated 
cases it turns out very well, perhaps rather above an average ; 
but generally, both as to quantity and quality, it will be 
far below what was once anticipated.” Jn Warwickshire it is said 
there “ is a full average crop of wheat to the acre and much more 
than an average quantity of land planted, so that there must be 
over an average in quantity of wheat.” Such are fair specimens 
ofthe varying opinions expressed in different localities. ‘The Mark 
Lane Express suggests that farmers should try wheats from colder 
climates, such as Russia and Sweden. We believe this is being 
done. A good farmer in Hertfordshire tells us that he has sown 
“Rostock” wheat for the last two years with the best results, hay- 
ing grown 6 and 8 bushels more per acre than produced by any other 
sort. Itisared and rather coarse wheat. We regret to learn that 
the weather in Scotland is still unpropitious for the harvest. The 
North British Agriculturist of Wednesday last, after stating the 
great depth ofrain recently fallen, says—* The damage done to the 
crops cut and uncut must have been considerable, and in many in- 
stances very serious, as sprouting both of cut and uncut grain is 
stated to be general Only a very small portion of the crop is 
yet secured in the stackyard in Scotland Without a favour- 
able change in the weather, it is impossible to predict the ultimate 

effect upon the harvest in Scotland.” The turnips are now every- 

where growing most vigorously, and promise to be a most abun- 
dant crop. 

Amongst the Presidents at Agricultural dinners of the season 
is the Duke of Buckingham, who, after a long eclipse, reappeared 
at Aylesbury as President of the Royal Bucks Agricultural So- 
ciety. And to those who recollect his pro-corn-law orations of 
former days on the same scene, the Duke will be noted as having 
become a wiser man. He pointed out what enterprising farmers 
were doing in Scotland, saying :— 

It was by the preseverance and energy of the farmers themselves that 
he looked forward for the rewards they had aright to expect and were 
justly entitled to. He had witnessed in the North most extraordinary 
struggles between nature and art, and those who had not seen what he 
had would be surprised at the great obstacles which had been overcome 
by the energy end perseverance of the Scotch farmers. Difficulties of 
a most alarming character have been surmounted, and the rough moun- 
tains of Scotland were now cultivated at a profit, where previously nothing 
but barren wastes existed. 

True; and why is it? Did it not occur to the Duke to contrast 
the position of the lease-protected farmer ot Scotland with that of 
the yearly tenant-farmer of Buckinghamshire ?

AUTUMNAL CIRCUMLOCUTION. 
A RURAL JELLABY. 
Wuewn Dickens depicted Mrs Jellaby overwhelmed with anxiety 
and enthusiasm for the amelioration ofthe condition of the far-otf 
inhabitants of Borrioboola-gha, and utterly negligent of the im- 
mediate wants of her own family and household, the satire had a 
much wider application than to the weak pseudo-philanthropists 
against whom it seemed to be directly pointed. Thus, knowing 
somewhat of local facts and circumstances, and having regard to 
the general position of English farmers, we could not, when read- 
ing Sir Edward Bulwer Lytton’s specch at the Herts Agricultural 
Society, at Hitchen, resist the impression that the Mrs Jellabys 
are not to be found exclusively amongst the pseudo-philanthropists. 
Sir Edward is an eminent professor of the art of circumlocution. 
Indeed his success in that art procured him the honour of presid- 
ing for two successive years at the Herts Agricultural Society, a 
small affair kept up, apparently, for the special purpose of enabling 
the local “ Tory Club” to indoctrinate the farmers. It was curious, 
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which the old-fashioned Tories and Protectionists represented by 
Lord Salisbury and other politicians of that stamp listened to Sir 
Edward Lytton’s well-prepared harrangue, and the dexterity with 
which, while professing to be the enthusiastic advocate of the 
farmers, he carefully avoided saying anything having the slightest 
bearing on their real wants and difficulties, because things, had 
the truth been spoken, might not have gone off altogether go 
pleasantly for the landlords. 

Sir Edward brought with him the American Ambassador, who 
of course contributed largely to generalise the rural topics of the 
day, but with such portions of the oratory we shall not deal. Our 
business is with the county member, talking to a sample of hig 
constituents as the mouthpiece of the local acred magnates. Sir 
Edward said:—‘* Every time that we meet, we not only reward 
the skill of our husbandmen for the current year, but we make 
every mecting a milestone of progress, every year some new ideas 
arecommunicated, some new invention or improvement is exhi- 
bited, which furnishes reflections for the year that follows, and 
thus every year finds us in advance of its predecessors. It is 
true the farmers may not see the progress which they them- 
selves make, and it is also true that we must not reckon that 
progress by the annual exhibitions, because those exhibitions 
will of course fluctuate. We must not reckon by periods of five 
or six years, and we must calculate not from the progress of one 
local society only, but according to the progress of the various 
agricultural societies throughout the kingdom.” Then amongst 
the subjects on which “it is the business of the men who collect 
statistical details and publish statistical information to inform us,” 
one, according to Sir Edward Lytton, is “ the number of preju- 
dices which have been abandoned.” 

Now, certainly if we take the exhibitions as the milestones, or 
the general state of farming in the county as evidence of agricul- 
tural progress, we shall certainly conclude that progress, if pro- 
gress tlicre be, is of the slowest character. 

As an agricultural mecting that of the Herts Society is a mere 
nullity. The exhibition of implements were very much such a col- 
lection as each seller of agricultural implements in market towns 
displays before his shop on market days, and, therefore, formed no 
novelty to the farmers. ‘Then the stock show was quite absurd. 


It is true Hertfordshire is not a breeding county, and farmers only | 


show stock as a matter of business when they keep breeding 
stocks. It is on this ground that we have always asserted that 
the majority of local agricultural exhibitions are mere farces; 
and, doubtless, they would soon be discontinued but that they serve 
a collateral and political object of some local clique. There were 
at Hitchen some nice Shorthorn heifers sent by one gentleman— 
not a tenant-farmer—of the county who has a herd, some Cots- 
wold sheep by a tradesman-farmer, and some Southdown sheep by 
a landed gentleman, all of which were fit to compete at any stock 
show, and of course they respectively received the prizes, but 
there was absolutely no competition. ‘The farmers took no inter- 
est in the matter; such of them as keep stock sent none, and 
they regard the whole thing as a toy kept up by a few of the 
local gentry, doubtless to enable such orators as Sir Edward 
Lytton some little colour for figures of speech. Then the accu- 
rate statistician who records the “prejudices which have been 
abandoned ” within the past ten years can scarcely omit to men- 
tion so flagranta case as that of Sir Edward Lytton. When pro- 
tection was inarticulo mortis, when even the stolid Protectionists 
of the Herts Tory Club could not avoid seeing that the days of 
corn monopoly had dwindled to the shortest span, a man who had 
entered political life as a liberal politician—some say asa political ad- 
venturer—and, though chiefly remarkable for reciting a few elabo- 
rately-composed speeches, had given clear evidence that he quite 
comprehended the folly and wickedness of the Protectionist 


policy, stepped forth, by a pamphlet, in defence of the 
corn monopoly, with arguments so jejune and fallacies se 


transparent—arguments and fallacies so often and so publicly re- 
futed and exposed—that the writer must have had great faith in 
the prejudices of the special circle to which it was addressed not 
to have feared that they would have taken his tract as. 
bitter irony. ‘That man was Sir Edward Lytton. Did he expect 
to arrest the repeal of the corn laws? Oh, no; no one knew 
better that the case of protection was hopeless. Why, then, did a 
man so eminent, at all events, in literature, prostitute his pen to 
such a cause ? 

His mother had given him an estate, gossips said as an appendag® 
to the baronetcy he had obtained from the Whigs, and the ambi- 
tious litterateur sought the honours of county membership, 
which from the shortcomings of the Reform Bill, remained in 
the gift, of Lord Salisbury and the Tory Club. Now Sir Edward, 
as the organ of his new political friends, lectures the farmers on 
the “ prejudices abandoned.” Amongst which he doubtless reckons 
their prejudice in favour of protection ! 

Ile is still, however, ready to minister to their existing preju- 
dices. After referring to the large amounts expended of late years 
by farmers on artificial manurca, the increased acreage brought 
into cultivation, and the direct interest which our merchants and 
manufacturers have in the success of agriculturists, he said :— 

The farmer is not a chemical professor, he is not a mechanical inventor, 
and it is of no use to attempt to make him that which he is not. It is 
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we hear, to see the sort of vague but mystified satisfaction with - his business to watch without prejudice on the one hand, and without J

rashness on the other, (because he has certain definite expenses which he 
must meet, and he must beware of all uncertain speculations) the results 
of chemical science and mechanical invention, and then to apply those 
results, according as scientific knowledge and theory correspond with 
experiments, and prove them to be actually profitable. I am not one of 
those pompous amateurs who think it necessary at agricultural meetings 
to lecture the farmers upon all that they have to do, and all they have to 
learn ; and I dare say you may have observed—I have very often—with 
a good humoured amazement, that some smooth-spoken gentleman who 
would rather bite his tongue off than tell a merchant at Liverpool how to 
manage his counting-house, or a cutier at Sheffield how to make knives, 
no sooner finds himse)f at an agricultural meeting than he thinks it in- 
cumbent on him to enlighten the farmers upon every detail of their busi- 
ness, from the materials of their manures to the very shape of their 
ploughs. ‘Now I fancy, gentlemen, that as practical men you are not 
inclined very much to respect that kind of advice...... Your own general 
intelligence and your acute sense of your own interests will induce you 
to give fair play to every experiment which may be shown to be really 
profitable to the general purposes of husbandry. 

This no doubt was well composed to elicit a cheer from the 
farmers, who have certainly been often lectured for shortcomings 
which have in a great degree been caused by matters not within 
their own control; and not a few of such lectures have procceded 
from landlords. 

Now Sir Edward and his new friends may be quite easy in 
leaving the farmers to select their own implements, to adopt, or 
reject, or modify practices which scientific experiment may sug- 
gest, and to do all else in the way of their business according to 
the dictates of their own interest. ‘They are able to manage their 
own affairs as well as the Liverpool merchant or the Sheffield 
cutler, if they can only obtain that freedom of action and that 
security for their capital, without which neither the merchant nor 





twenty-four hours. 

But what is the state of husbandry in Hertfordshire? There 
is in that county, as elsewhere, some very good farming, but such 
instances are quite exceptional. 
ground, from men who had come from some distance, many such 
observations as, “ Your farming is not very grand in these parts ;” 
or,“ There is a little foul land hereabouts ;” or, “ The turnips are 
rather patchy in this neighbourhood,” and the like; and there was 
no answer given but, ‘‘ Oh, there is some good farming,” to which 
the common rejoinder was, “ Well, I did not see it.” ‘Talk to a 
Hertfordshire farmer more closely about his position, and it will 
be found that he has no security of tenure, that if he expended 


his farm through some arbitrary caprice of his landlord, that the 
county abounds in woods and is overrun with game, which is pre- 
served by his landlord for his own sport or his exclusive profit ; and 
thus, instead of a feeling of surprise that the farming in Hertford- 
shire is such as we see it, the wonder is that any man can be im- 
provident enough to risk his capital, his time, and his labour in 
attempting to farm under circumstances so adverse. 

Sir Edward afterwards dilated on agricultural statistics, pander 
ing therein to the prejudices of the English farmers, in a way 
which is at once painful and ludicrous. Doubtless English 
farmers have a strong and, as we think, an absurd aversion to 
afford the information required for statistical objects. But why 
are they so averse? Simply because, knowing their landlords, 
and their own precarious position as yearly tenants, they believe 
such information will be used by the landlords to the injury of 
their tenants. 

Yet we find landowners, like Sir Edward Lytton at Hitchen, 
talking about all sorts of things except those points on which the 
difficulties of farmers depend. They give them general statistics 
of progress, they refer to science and the like, which are general, 
distant, and safe, because meaningless topics, but the practical, 
real, and immediate requirements are wholly ignored.

tainly not the sole criminal, and ought not to be made the scapegoat. 
The truth is, that existing difficulties have been created not by 
this or that particular cause, but by a combination of several causes. 
It isimportant that this great fect should be borne in mind; for otherwise 
people will be tempted to seek relief in one particular remedy, whereas 
it wil) require several to set things straight again. Already are men of 
weight and influence recommending this or that specific as an infallible 
cure:—the adoption of a gold standard is one man’s nostrum ; the re- 
moval of the interdiction imposed by the Government on the establish- 
ment of new enterprises requiring a large capital is another’s; the closing 
of the French market against foreign, and especially German speculations 
is athird’s; andso on. Now each of these remedies may possess much 
virtue, but it is clear that no one of them can be a complete cure for a 
crisis which has been occasioned by war, scarcity, failure of the silk crop, 
drain of money, over-speculation, and other things. 

It is gratifying to hear that the Prohibitionists admit themselves to be vir- 
tually beaten by the recent campaign of the departmental Councils-Gene- 
ral. They had calculated on nothing less than an imposing and almost uni 
| versal manifestation of hostility; against the bill presented by the Govern- 
ment to the Legislative Body for the removal of prohibitions on cotton 
| goods and other articles, and for protecting them by high tariffs instead. 
But in place of that manifestation, almost as many Councils have voted 
for the bill as have voted against it, and those that have voted for it repre- 
sent departments infinitely superior in wealth, population, and intelli- 
| gence to the others. Even the silence of the greater part of the Coun- 
| cils isaheavy blow and a great discouragement to the Prohibitionists, 
| inasmuch as it amounts to a virtual admission that their grand phrase 
| of “ protection to national labour,” which formerly used to raliy to thern 
| the immense majority of the country, is now seen to be all nonsense. 
| So completely do the unfortunates feel themselves to be beaten, that 
they have made their organ, a paper called the Assemblee National, 
which is of small circulation and smaller talent, proclaim that it is 
quite a mistake to call them Prohibitionists, and that their proper desig- 
nation is Protectionists, for that allthey want is,—a “ sufficient” protec- 
tion of their manufactures.

Of all the estimates that have 
beenor can be made, none can approach that of the Government for cor- 
rectness, for it would be drawn up by the intelligent employes whom it 
possesses in every village of the land; and besides it would not be liable 
to the reproach of being concocted from interested motives, which all 
others are. 
The annual report of the Government on Savings Banks has been 
published within the last few days. It gives an account of the operations 
of these establishments in 1855.

COMMERCIAL AND MISCELLANEOUS NEWS, 


The following are the returns of circulation of the private and joint 
stock banks in England and Wales for the four weeks ending the 30th of 
August :—Private banks, 3,561,634/; joint stock banks, 2,918,776/ ; 
average weekly circulation, 6,480,410/. On comparing the above with 
the returns for the preceding month, ending the 2nd of August last, it 
shows a decrease in the circulation of the private banks of 172,121/; 
a decrease in the circulation of the joint stock banks of 71,938/; 
decrease on the month, 244,059/. And as compared with the return for 
the corresponding period of last year—viz. September 1, 1855, it 
shows a decrease in the circulation of the private banks of 43,960/; 
an increase in the circulation of the joint stock banks of 17,801/; decrease 
on the year, 26,159/. On comparing the above with the amounts of the 
fixed issues the following appears to be the comparative state of the circu- 
lation:—The private banks are below their fixed issues, 985,662/; the 
joint stocks banks are below their fixed issues, 384,581/; total below their 
fixed issues, 1,370,2438/. 

“From all the information wecan collect from the planters and 
factors,” says a Savannah paper, ‘‘ we apprehend the Sea Island cotton 
crop of the year, will be materially short of that of the year 1855. 
The whole season, thus far, has been an unfavourable one—the lateness 
of the spring, the drought of the summer, and the present rainy and 
stormy weather, all tend to counteract the successfu! labour of the 
planter. The stalk of the weed is diminutive, the opening bolls are 
smail, and the seed poorly coated with lint. In South Carolina the crop 
has seldom been more unpromising than it is the present season. In 
this State, although the prospects are rather better than in the Palmetto 
State, still the crop is very inferior to that of the preceding year; on 
the islands they have suffered less than onthe main. The crop of Florida, 
according to accounts, is more promising, on the whole, than those of 
the two old States. There some are very good, while others are almost 
a total failure. 

The freight market continues to exhibit the same depression that has 
characterised it since the close of the war, and much difficulty is expe- 
rienced in providing profitable employment for our shipping. Unfortu- 
nately, this remark applies to almost every trade; absence of any active 
demand being a like feature in the Australian, East or West Indian, 

Brazil, Mediterranean, or other services. 

The prohibition of export of wheat and barley from Algeria in foreign 
vessels has been prolonged till the end of the year. 
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Advices from Quebec, dated the 13th inst., give the following report of 
the timber trade at that port :—There has been very little activity in our 
market. Within the last few days several rafts have been sold, one of 
large average at 94d, one at 7d, one of nearly 80 feet from the Bay at gq 
one of 50 feet at 74d, and the others at intermediate prices. In other 
articles great dulness prevails except in staves, which sell readily at 55/ 
for standard with culls, and 16/ to 17/ for West India. Freights—Vesselg 
are scarce and very few offering—37s 6d was given to the Clyde; 45s for 
Leith ; but for other ports we hear of no charters of late.

The present returns show an increase of circulation, 453,108 ; 


an increase of public deposits, 500,1271; a decrease of private 
deposits, 2,1591; an increase of securities, 1,324,8271, which is 
wholly of private securities ; a decrease of bullion, 363,230/ ; an in- 
crease of rest, 10,5211; and a decrease of reserve, 798,275l. In 
these accounts we find a sufficient reason, even independent of the 
renewed demands on the Bank in the present week, for its raising 
the rate of interest. We are indeed more surprised that it did not 
raise the rate last week, as was expected, than that it raised the 
rate this week. By the returns, the private securities amount to 
19,616,38 17, while the reserve is only 6,020,142/. 

Contrary to its custom, only to make alterations on a Thurs- 
day, the Bank of England raised its minimum rate of discount 
on Wednesday from 4} to 5 per cent. Such an event has not 
occurred since 1847, and took commercial men by surprise, particu- 
larly those who, counting on a rise on Thursday, had sent large 
quantities of paper for discount on Wednesday. The surprise 
was not much less on Thursday when it became known that 
no further advance was to be made, as had been generally 
anticipated. The change was made on Wednesday apparently 


abroad, and this having been to a great extent accomplished, 
no further rise was necessary. We announced last Friday that 
the Bank of France had raised its minimum rate of discount, 
and that the rate was rising all over the Continent. Such a cir- 
cumstance made our market for capital the cheapest, and a good 
profit could be made by borrowing here and lending there. The 
rise here tended to an equalisation, and lessened the profit. 
The pressure came from across the water—the condition of the 
money market there led to the change here ; but though the pres- 
sure there may be momentarily less, it cannot be suddenly and 
permanently removed. The probabilities are that it will 
again increase, and it being plainly seen that our money 
market is now dependent on, or at least influenced by, the 
money market abroad, which is at once uncertain and threaten- 
ing, transactions here are for the moment paralysed. Money is no 
longer in such active demand as it was, but the cessation of de- 
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to check the extraction of capital from the Bank to remit | 
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mand can only be temporary, and for the moment the termsare un- 
certain. No bills are discounted below the present Bank rate, and 
therefore we may say that capital is decidedly dearer, though we 
cannot at present specify the degree. If a shock had been given 
to eredit by any disaster, we might have appreciated its effects 
and foreseen their termination ; but there is nothing of the sort— 
there is merely a great demand for capital abroad, the causes of 
which we cannot exactly measure, nor foresee the consequences. 

On Paris to-day, in consequence of various rumours, such as 
it being the intention of the Bank of France to suspend cash 
payments, Xc., bills could not be negotiated, and the terms of ex- 
change cannot be quoted. On Amsterdam, however, in conse- 
qnence of the demand for silver being less fierce and its price 
tending downwards, and on Vienna in consequence of bills being 
freely offered, the exchanges were in favour of England. Up 
to this day, however, parcels of gold have been continually taken 
from the Bank of England to be sent to the Continent. 

The arrivals of the precious metals in the week do not exceed 
278,000/, of which 137,0001 came from New York, and 141,0002 
came by the West India mail packets. From the Continent the 
imports of silver have for the moment almost ceased; and pro- 
bably more silver is now exported than imported. 

The funds have undergone great fluctuations in the week. 
Consols have been down to 913 and up to 932. These fluctuations 
are due exclusively to speculation on the Stock Exchange itself, 
and have no connection with the general demand of the public for 
money or with their having an abundance to dispose of. So far 
as the action of the public influences the market, it has been 
generally downwards, showing a disposition in the public to 
withdraw capital from the funds rather than place it in them, 
and over this disposition political rumours have no influence. To- 
day Consols opened at a great improvement on the yesterday’s 
market, in consequence of improved quotations having arrived 
trom Paris, but they were not sustained, and the market closed 
heavily—Consols for money at 922 3. We subjoin our usual list

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A publie sale took place to-day of the deposit accounts in the 
toyal British Bank. The prices realised ranged from 10s to 
13s 6d in the pound. There was a very numerous attendance, 
and the shareholders purchased freely. 


The telegraphic accounts per the Overland Mail, report the 
exchange at Shaughai on London at 7s 2d, a decline of about 3d, 
compared with the price advised by the previous mail. Though 
this tends to lessen the advantages of sending silver to China, at 
an exchange of 7s 2d the profit on the remittance of dollars to 
Shanghai is so large that the shipments of silver nay be expected 
to continue. 





An attempt was made yesterday to procure the dissolution of 
the Hungarian Land Company, which only failed by a very small 
majority. How English capitalists could successfuily cultivate 
land in Hungary we are not quite aware, but in the present pro- 
gress of manufactures and trade, and rapid increase of a town 
population, no undertakings seem more feasible than those for ex- 
tending the cultivation of the soil. English capital is another 
name for English implements and English managers sent to the 
spot with means to hire labour there to carry out an approxima- 
tion to the English system of cultivation. The population there 
may be numerous and not half employed, but they seem wholly 
unaccustomed to that steady, daily, continuous toil by which the 
capitalists -at home get their work accomplished. While the ex- 
tension of cultivation is most desirable, while that part of Hungary, 
according to Mr Caird, is ‘an Ohio in Europe, with an Euro- 
pean Mississippi, but with the great advantage of plentiful 
labour, a better climate, and more varied natural productions,” 
the persons who have embarked in the enterprise may well 
doubt whether London capitalists can obtain suitable profit from 
undertaking the cultivation of a part of Hungary. Farming re- 
quires minute and careful management; it is a work for settlers 
and not for distant undertakers. 

The latest mail from the United States has brought a rumour from 
Mexico via Havana that differences exist between that country 
and Great Britain. The British minister is stated to have de- 
manded his pasports and transmitted orders for a British squadron 
to proceed to Vera Cruz. This probably refers to a demand made 
by our minister for compensation to one of our consuls on the west 
coast of Mexico, who,was in the early part of the year sent away 
by the local governor. We have been put in possession of a 
Mexican version of the affair, which of course is extremely unfa- 
vourable both to consul and minister, but we forbear to give it 
eredence,or publish any of the particulars, till we have better 
information. 

Money matters at New York, according to the last arrivals, re- 
main without material change. There is an active demand for 
loans on call at seven per cent., mostly from Stock houses, but the 
inquiry for the prosecution of business transactions in general is 
by means pressing. 

From California to the 20th August the news is decidedly more 
cheering. The most important intelligence is the suspension by 
the Vigilance Committee of their judicial functions. The good 
sense of the people has sufficed to get them out of their difficulty, 
and we hope the States will also extricate themselves from the 
The good sense which is born of freedom finds its 
way through all the rocks and shoals of time. Though the States 
be hampered by a parchment kind of union, admirably adapted 
to the specific object of opposing Great Britain, and most necessary 
when drawn up, the bulk of the people of the States, moderate and 
sensible, will, no doubt, succeed against the fanatics for slavery 
and the fanatics for abolition. 

The Shipping List says of the Valley Bank of Maryland—a 
concern something like our Royal British Bank, the proprietors of 
which succeeded in putting an immense amount of its worthless 
bills in the public pocket, and the cash, obtained by disposing of 
them at a discount, in their own—* A worse conspiracy could not 
well be formed than one to plunder the ignorant and the helpless, 
by means of bank notes of prepossessing appearance and no value. 
Those who engage in it are open pirates on the ocean of finance, 
and merit the fate of such freebooters.” Criminal misappropriation 
is much too general, according to this statement, to be cured by any 
local or municipal regulations. A philosophy somewhat more pro- 
found than has probed the causes of criminality is required to 
teach bankers, as well as other men, the contemptible foolishness 
of their cunning.

COMPARATIVE EXCHANGES. 


The quotation of gold at Paris is about 6 per mille premium, and the 
short exchange on London is 25°20 per 1! sterling. On comparing these 
rates with the English mint price of 3/ 17s 10$d per ounce for stand- 
ard gold, it appears that gold is nearly 5-10ths per cent. dearer in Paris 
than in London. 

By advices from Hamburg the price of gold is 424 per mark, and the 
short exchange on London is 13°04 per 1/ sterling. Standard gold, at the 
English mint price, is therefore about 1 9-10ths per cen’. dearer in Ham- 
burg than in London. 

The course of exchange at New York on London for bills at 60 days’ 
sight is 109} per cent., which, as compared with the mint par between 
the two countries, shows that the exchange is slightly in favour of Eng- 
land ; and, after making allowance for charges of transport and difference 
of interest, the present rate leaves a smal! profit on the importation of 
gold from the United States.

he present state of the corn market must convince those who 
reckoned on a great reduction of price that their hopes were not 
well founded. The broken weather we have lately had can have 
endangered or injured but a small part of our crops, and yet the 
markets are again on the rise.

Imports of the week 


Wheat was Is dearer to-day than 
The supplies from the Sea of Azoff are going to 
France ; the arrivals in the week from other quarters were small 
for the season, 17,760 qrs of foreign wheat, and only 550 bris of 
flour. A great business for consumption here and at Liverpool, 
where the prices are well sustained, all tended to give a firmness 
to the market to-day. Floating cargoes of Taganrog wheat were 
held for 2s more money. 


Barley, too, was dearer; and oats were not cheaper. Oats, 
however, arescarce. The quantity of land sown in lreland with 
this cereal in the present year was 82,677 acres less than last year, 
but last year the quantity sown was considerably above 73,560 
acres, the quantity sown the year before. In the present year the 
quantity sown is below the average of the four preceding years. 
There seems some reason, therefore, to believe that the supply of 
oats will be short and that the price will be high. 

From the neighbouring Continent the news of the corn markets 
is they are generally firm with diminished activity. At Paris, by 
the latest accounts, the price of flour had receded ; at Marseilles, on 
the contrary, the price of wheat had advanced. At Stettin, on 
27th, all trade in corn was stopped by what is called the “ general 
money calamity.” ‘The bankers there would discount nothing, and 
rejected the paper of the most respectable houses. There has 
been, therefore, a money panic on the Continent, of which the 
great rise in the rate of discount at Hamburg to 9 per cent. is the 
evidence. Under such circumstances the corn markets are para- 
lysee, and for the moment do not admit of quotation or reference. 

The sugar market, though the demand for exportation rather 
slackened, has been firm this week, owing toa good demand for 
home consumption, and closed to-day with considerable firmness. 
At present, a good deal of doubt hangs over this market in con- 
sequence of the different reports as to the probable yield of the 
beet-root ,and the failure of the crop in-Louisiana. The Ameri- 
cans, we were informed some time ago, and we stated, were 
making purchases in our own West Indian islands—a very unusual 
thing, and were even sending orders to England. We now under- 
stand that 5,000 tons will go from Demerara to the States, and 
that the orders they have sent hither being rather below our 
prices cannot be executed. 

The following extract from a letter, dated New York, Sept. 16, 
with which we have been supplied by Mr Bade, is now interesting : 
“ The last Louisiana sugar crop (closing 1st Sept. 1856) amounted to 
231,427 hogsheads : the highest estimate of the present growing 
one is only 125,000 hogsheads. The cane has suffered much from 
frost, and much is rottenin the ground. Many planters, seeing 
that they would not succeed with cane, have planted corn or 
cotton instead.

According to this, therefore, the Americans may be expected to 
require a very large supply of sugar from the general markets, 
and this will be one cause of the general rule at present applicable, 
of consumption having rather outrun production. At least, it 
has come fully up to it, and nowhere left the producers anything 
to complain of. 

As some questions have been addressed to us on the 
subject of the Board of Trade Tables not corresponding with 
the mercantile circulars in reference to sugar, we may here 
state that those tables are perfectly to be relied on from year 
to year, though it may happen that from month to month 
neither the entered imports, nor the quantities of the articles on 
which duties are paid, correspond exactly either with the an- 
nounced arrivals or the actual deliveries for consumption. 

The coffee market has been firm, but not animated. 

The tea market, in consequence of the telegraphic despatch pub- 
lished this morning, in anticipation of the overland mail, report- 
ing comparatively small shipments from China, improved, and 
some transactions in middling congou, from 11d to Is Id, are said 
to have been made in consequence. Duty was paid at this port 
during the week ended 25th instant on 649,343 lbs, against 565,447 
in the same period last year. 

A fair demand has existed throughout the past week in the 


which 46,000 bales are to the trade, 12,000 bales to speculators, and 
4,000 bales to exporters. The unfavourable position of monetary 
affairs has induced holders to bring forward their stocks, and the 
demand has been thus freely met, whereby no advance has this week 
been obtained. To-day the sales are 8,000 bales. From America 
the accounts of the new crop are, generally speaking, not favour- 
able. ‘The backwardness of the season is still complained of ; the 
receipts are very slight, the shipments small, and prices were still 
on the advance in the American market. The crop estimates vary 
extremely, viz., from 2,800,000 to 3,300,000 bales. A present cal- 
culation, is, however, far too hazardous. In the London market 
2,250 bales have been sold. The demand has been good, and the 
extreme rates of last week are steadily maintained. 

Of the oil and seeds market, Messrs Wilson, Rose, and Graham 
say :—We have a good steady business passing in our markets, 
upon which do not apprehend the stringent position and enhanced 
value of money will have any influence, no scarcity or inconve- 
nience having yet been felt in our trade. An unexpected arrival 
of tallow, by steamer, early in the week, of about 1,100 casks, 
caused a decline, and P Y C cannot now be quoted over 50s 9d to 
51s on the spot, and 49s 9d the last 3 months this year. 

fhe Board of Trade Tables, which we publish in another place, 
show a continual increase in our trade to the end of August; and 
as according to the circular of Messrs Du Fay and Co., this increase 
continued for Manchester goods, which was generally the case to 
the end of September, we may, we believe, in spite of any difficul- 
ties of the money market, look for a continual increase of our trade 
to the end of the year. 


SPIRIT OF THE TRADE

The imports of sugar do not show any further reduction in the excess 

over those of last year, being now 311,600 tons against 256,700; but, on 

the other hand, the deliveries for home consumption have been very satis- 

factory, and from the fact that the trade generally held no stocks, this 
may be taken as a fair estimate of the present actual consumption, which 
may be expected to continue. The demand for export his been main- 
tained, and the quantity taken in the nine months reaches 37,200 against 
12,800 tons. The comparative stock remains in about the same positica 
as on the Ist ultimo, whilst in the continental entrepots a further falling 
off is apparent, as shown in the table in another place, being on the Slst 
August only 24,750 against 38,320 tons in 1855, and 66,110 in 1854 
The opinion has been very general that the production of beet root 
would this year be large, and thus make up for the deficiency in cane 
sugar; but according to the more recent accounts respecting the pro- 
spects of the crep in France, it is expected to yield a considerably less 
quantity of sugar than has been obtained from that of last season, which 
reached 90,000 tons.

The spinners are generally working to order, but the high price of wool 
is making the business profitless. Pieces—There is an evident degree of 
watchfulness on the part of the manufacturers, who stop their looms as 
orders run out, for it is impossible to cover cost at the rate goods are now 
commanding. 

NotTinGHAM, Oct. 2.—The lace trade is rather quiet, but still we have 
an average amount of business doing. For plain articles there is a fair 
demand. In hosiery there is not much doing, the trade at this period of 
the year being usually quiet. 

LeEps, Sept. 30.—We have no material alteration in the market this 
morning. Heavy goods continue in brisk demand. Ordinary cloths are 
rather dull sale, except whites, in which there has been a fair business 
done. On the whole, the market is, however, in a satisfactory state. 

HuppersFiELp, Sept. 30.—The attendance of buyers has been small, 
and their purchases limited, except in low unions. Business is com- 
plained of as being generally quiet, and but small purchases are being 
made in better kinds of goods. Wool is firm, with an upward tendency. 

LEICESTER, Sept. 30.—There is more doing in regular hosiery, but the 
manufacturers complain that prices are very unsatisfactory, especially in 
“ frame knits.” The fancy branch continues brisk. 

Rocupae, Sept. 29.—Wool—Trade has been much the same as last 
week.

The demand has been mainly 
for home use, the prices current in Liverpool and other foreign markets, 
at the latest dates, not being sufficiently high to warrant shipments to 
any considerable extent.

Sea, but these have, in most cases, been on account of imperative orders 
from the other side.

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flour is necessarily dull, in the absence of an adequate supply : the sales 
have been trifling at our quoted rates.

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK. 
| 


MARK LANE, Fripay EVENING, 

The arrivals of English grain up to our market this week, coastwise and 
by land carriage, bave been again very moderate, and a large number of 
the wheat samples has reached us in poor condition. The supply exhi- | 
bited on Monday was small, and selected qualities of wheat changed hands 
steadily, at very full prices; but fur other kinds the demand was by no 
means active. Foreign wheats were steady, but not dearer. Most de- 
criptions of spring corn as well as flour were in request, and former terms 
were well supported. On Wednesday, most articles of produce changed 
hands steadily, at full quotations, 

Advices from most parts of the country state that really fine wheats are 
scarce, compared with the bulk of the total growth. Holders are conse- | 
quently firm in their demands; nevertheless we find that last week the total 
sales of wheat were not less than 123,906; of barley, 37,575 qrs. Con- 
sidering the firmness of prices, these extensive transactions are powerful evi- | 
dence that the consumption is very large, and that a low range in the que- 
tations cannot be expected. In all our best districts the quantity of wheat 
grown this year is now admitted to bea full average. On this subject, 
Messrs Dewing aud Co., of Burnham Overy, thus write :—“ The acre- 
age under wheat is the largest ever known, and we think the substitu- 
tion of this grain for barley, on the turnip and mangel wurzel lands, must 
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now have reached its maximum. The crop is not so heavy per acre as 
that of 1854; but, taking into consideration the extended area, this neigh- 
bourhood has probably never produced so much wheat. We fear from 
two-thirds to three-fourths of the crop have been either indifferently 
harvested, or injured in the stacks after they were got up. The best 
samples are handsome in the berry; those in fine condition weigh from 
614 lbs to 63 Ibs per bushel, and the millers report most favourably of 
their mealing qualities. From these we have all weights down to and even 
below 58 Ibs per bushel. There is no old wheat left in the grower’s 
| hands. The breadth of land under barley is, of course, unusually small, 
nor is the yield found to equal the anticipations that had been entertained. 
We consider it somewhat above an av erage crop, but not so large as that 
of last year, With care, sound parcels may be selected for malting, 
ranging from 534 lbs to 544 Ibs per bushel, whilst the few secured with out 
injury run from from 54 lbs to 56 lbs per bushel. Oats are not larg 
grown in this district ; the yield is about an average one.” 

Messrs Sturge and Co., of Birmingham, writing on the subject of the 
new wheats, observe :—* The quality of the English wheat is not nearly so 
much injured as might have been expected from the wet weather during the
